Hands By Patronage of Black Markets 


Speaker Tells Palm Springs Lions 


American can lose the war and, in fact, is losing it, through the 
black market, Elmer S. Nelson, information specialist with the Los 
Angeles OPA office told Palm Springs Lions club members yesterday 
noon at their meeting at the Desert Inn. 


Mr. Nelson recited the econom-< 
ic history since the last world 
war. He revealed the clever man­ 
euvering of Germany which re­ 
sulted in their winning the eco­ 
nomic war in the first world war 
although they lost the military 
conflict. 


AIDING HITLER 


He said that Hitler and his aids 
were following the same lines as 
before and that Americans, sud­ 
denly rich through high wages, 
were aiding the German econom­ 
ic victory through their demand 
that they get what they want, 
price restrictions, wage stabliza- 
tion and rationing, notwithstand­ 
ing. 
Patrons of the black market, 
by increasing the spiral toward 
inflation, were following the plan 
mapped for them by Adolph H it­ 
ler who was counting on 
just 
that to aid his cause. 
WAR NOW SECONDARY 
People are now making the war 
a secondary thing—except those 
who have loved ones in the thick 
of battle—and because they are 
waxing wealthy, do not care if 
the war continues. 
Mr. Nelson’s talk was crammea 
with facts and figures showing 
the trend. He said America was 
the last bulwark of democracy 
and alone was able to prevent 
the total collapse of free enter­ 
prise and the sweeping success 
of totalitarianism. 
It is a grave trend and unless 
America awakens, disaster 
lies 
ahead.
